But newspaper men and for- 
eign observers of Washington’s 
passing parade have as one of 
their favorite subjects the Prome- 
theus Bound position of the South- 
erner in national politics who is 
sensitive and possessed of a 
spiritual character rather than a 
callous one. That many do suffer 
and carry on a continual prag- 
matic rationalization is known. 


‘A Decision 


The sensitive Southerner in 
Washington who hails from a 
state with large rural areas 


where the ugly, intolerant forces 
of Ku Klux mentality are strong, 
must make a decision. If he 
wishes to have a continuing Cca- 
reer, he must in some degree 
compromise his intelligence and 
self respect and play the game. 
If he prefers to take arms against 
a sea of troubles, he can do so 
with the full knowledge he must 
retire or fight out and lose a cam- 
paign in which the most vicious 
smears and calumny are raised 
against him and his family. As 
we have seen there are those 
persons low enough to abuse 
women and children with vulgar 
language or physical attacks. 


It is against this fact, and the 
further memory of the. Little 
Rock riots and the campaign 
which defeated Baptist - lead- 
er Brooks Hays, that the South- 
erner’s dilemma .must be seen. 
Mr. Hays, who had served ably 
and well for more than a decade, 
was beaten in a vile, vindictive 
campaign for the sin of having 
tried to sustain orderly processes 
of law. It was Congressman Hays 
who escorted Gov... Faubus_ to 
Newport, R.I., to confer with the 
President. It was from this meet- 


, ing that Gov. Faubus emerged to 


say Arkansas was a law-abiding 
state and would obey the law. 
More than two turbulent years 
costly to business, children and 
the state were to pass before law 
was obeyed. In those needlessly 
violent months Brooks Hays was 
eliminated. 


Fine Man 


Everyone who knows Sen. Ful- 
bright recognizes him as an ad- 
mirable, fine, decent man. The 
organizations which protest 
against his appointment know and 
believe this. But they point out 
with the harsh pragmatism 
which is a part of politics that 
his nomination would boomerang 
internationally. Because Sen. Ful- 
bright, in the familiar technique 
of survival, signed the so-called 
Southern manifesto and remained 
out of the Little Rock contro- 
versy, minority organizations were 
against his selection. 


“IT like Bill Fulbright,’’ said one 


of these leaders, “‘but it will be 
impossible to persuade a Negro 
leader in Nigeria, Ghana or any 
other African nation that if Bill 
was against a Negro in Little 
Rock. he wouldn’t be against one 
somewhere else in the world.”’ 


This is the reality of it, but 
of course, the fact is that Bill Ful- 
bright is not, and was not, against 
a Negro in Little Rock . . . or any- 
where else. He is a _ wonderful 
human being. But the record is 
there. And it would have been 
used by the Russians, the 
Egyptians, and all our enemies.

ALGIERS (UPI)—French For- 
eign Legion troops fired on rival 
mobs of Moslem nationalists and 
European settlers in the port city 
of Bone Tuesday as the official 
roll in Algeria’s five days of riot- 
ing soared to 118 dead and thou- 
sands of injured. 


An official announcement said 
four persons—two Moslems and 
two Europeans—were killed in the 
Bone fighting and 40 wounded, in- 
cluding 15 Europeans. Uncon- 
firmed reports, however, placed 
the death toll at nine persons— 
seven of them Moslems. 


FIRST LEGION USE 


The new violence marked the 
first time that the famed legion 
had been called in to put down 
rioting over French President 
Charles de Gaulle’s plan to create 
a semi-independent ‘Algerian Al- 
geria.”’ 


The outbreak—first sign in Bone 
of the fighting that has rocked 
Algiers and Oran broke out just 
before De Gaulle left that city to 
fly back to Paris after his vio- 
lence-wracked tour of Algeria.

SUN RAYS DON’T HELP 

A bright sun, replacing snow 
clouds, mocked the area, the 
warmth of its rays dissipated in 
the icy air. However, gale winds 
subsided after piling up snow- 
drifts to a depth of nine feet. 


The death toll from the weekend 
storm passed the 200 mark in 19 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia.

NEW ORLEANS (AP)—A cold 
silence—devoid of jeers, taunts or 
even icy stares—Tuesday envel- 
oped the William Frantz School 
where nine children, one of them 
a Negro girl, attended classes. 


But contrasted to the 34-degree 
temperatures in New Orleans, the 
situation boiled in Baton Rouge 
where the State Legislature fired a 
new shot in the integration battle. 


In the House of Representa- 
tives, leaders for Gov. Jimmie H. 
Davis shoved a bill through to re- 
place the New Orleans School 


—— 


Board. This was the Legislature’s 
fourth move to oust the board, 
though the federal courts have or- 
dered the legislature not to inter- 
fere.

Other bills up for consideration, 
all aimed at preserving segrega- 
tion in the schools, are directed at 
the school board and curbing its 
functions.

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More Local Support 
For Schools Needed 


The state committee studying pro- 
‘posed revisions of Georgia’s Minimum 
Foundation Program will meet again to- 
day. Among subjects to be studied will be 
revision of present methods of distribut- 
ing such funds, 


At its first meeting several weeks ago, 
the committee recommended that a uni- 
form tax digest be used instead of the 
present economic index as a basis for 
distributing such funds. ' 


We concur in that recommendation 
and believe that any request for mas- 
sive increases in state support must take 
note of these facts: 


In the school year 1959-60, Georgia 
ranked third from the top in state sup- 
port of public schools. It ranked 46th in 
local support. 

Under present distribution formulas, 
systems which attempt to do more locally 
still are penalized. The encouragement is 
for local communities to do less. 


If Georgia’s schools ever are to be 
adequately financed, the present dispar- 
ity between local and state support must 
be lessened. Let’s hope the committee can 
find a way.

How About a Guarantee 
Of Future Maintenance? 


Directors of the Georgia Municipal 
Assn. have endorsed a proposed 75-to- 
100-million-dollar bond issue for road 
maintenance which is expected to be pre- 
sented to the 1961 General Assembly. 
They stipulate that the funds be used for 
the sole purpose of putting our primary 
and secondary roads in first-class shape. 

The action follows a similar endorse- 
ment of a “bold, long-range and econom- 
ically feasible plan to improve existing 
highways” by the board of managers of 
the Association of County Commission- 
ers last week. Both in essence acknowl- 
edge the deplorable condition of our main 
highways, a condition brought about by 
lack of maintenance over the years. 

There is no doubt that the state’s 
highways are in sad condition and getting 
worse. To get them in good repair would 
require diversion of most of the available 
road funds, including those being used in 
federal-aid programs. Perhaps the only 
way to catch up with years of neglect is 
through a bond issue. But the 100-mil- 
lion-dollar figure sounds awfully high 
and bears careful scrutiny. It would have 
to be paid back, both principal and in- 
terest, with taxpayers’ funds. 

We're glad the municipal association 
limited its endorsement to maintenance 
of major highways, including mileage of 
state roads within city limits. The state 
has as much obligation for the latter as it 
does for any others in the system. It has 
none to take over additional rural roads 
at this time. 

Should a road-maintenance bond is- 
sue be approved, it seems to us it should 
be coupled with some sort of legislation 
guaranteeing future maintenance. Far too 
long have we used funds which should 
have been used for repairs of main roads 
to pave roads serving a comparatively 
few people. This political road building 
has indeed hurt cities and counties and 
the Georgia economy. 

50 while we’re at it, let’s spell out the 
details of how, where and why of the ex- 
cessive amount now being talked and 
what’s to happen to road maintenance in 
the future.

McNamara Will Bring 


Intelligence to Defense 


It will be a bit difficult to forget “Bird 
Dog” Charlie Wilson, capable but bum- 
bling secretary of defense in the early 
years of the Eisenhower administration, 
as an example of the motor company 
executive. But from what is known about 
him, Robert S. McNamara, whom Presi- 
dent-elect Kennedy yesterday named to 
head our massive defense program, is a 
young man with both brains: and mana- 
gerial ability. 

_ At 44, McNamara has had a meteoric 
.Yrise in industry. Only last month he be- 
‘came head of the giant Ford Motor Co. 
operation after moving. up through the 
ranks from a management specialty 
group. He is a Harvard graduate, is de- 
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scribed as the quiet, academic type who 
has attained his post through ability, not 
personality or social contacts. He had a 
distinguished war record with the U.S. 
Air Force. 


An independent in politics, McNa- 
mara was on Kennedy’s side in the recent 
election. From his reputation in the au- 
tomotive industry, he appears to have 
been a wise choice. He follows the pattern 
of some of the president-elect’s other 
appointments in that he is not politically 
controversial. 

The Defense department needs a 
strong man as secretary. It also needs an 
intelligent one, used to the workings of 
bureaucracy. In McNamara, President- 
elect Kennedy seems to have found him.

When the desegregation order falls 
due in Georgia next year, either the state 
or the courts will run our schools. There 
has. been a tendency by state officials to 
wait, abdicate and put the schools in the 
hands of the courts. 


Those who feel the state, not the fed- 
eral courts, ought to manage the schools 
have begun to speak up, however. They 
make sense.

A. A. Fowler of Douglasville, both 
segregationists, are the latest to counsel 
a change from the do-nothing prospect to 
a do-something plan. 


Gov. Vandiver expresses confidence 
the legislators will meet their responsi- 
bilities, without defining them. We would 
suggest the highest responsibility of the 
January Legislature will be to protect the 
state’s children and control the fate of the 
state’s schools.

The white people in this group must not blind themselves to the 
fact that a great human upheaval is going on in the Negro race. It 
is not always wisely guided. But it is present. It cannot be dealt with 
by disorder or dynamite, and to encourage use of those instruments 
of opposition is to take Atlanta over the brink. Silence of responsible 
men contributes to violence ‘as surely as does the noise of the irre- 


sponsible. 


By the same token the Negro who has supported violation of 
the law for his own purposes must see the division he is creating 
in what once was a larger sympathy. He must see that unreined 
use of the prod and the goad are contributing little now to the effort 
of those who have been trying to check runaway hate. It may be well 
for him to say the school crisis is an unrelated problem, the white 
man’s problem, not his. But if he says it, and abdicates responsi- 
bility for sharing the travail of change, he is also abdicating the 
duties of the full citizenship he seeks. Failure of patience, reason or 
good will on either side is a disaster to both. We are near that 


disaster. 
So the time has come to take 


the process of social change out 


of the streets. It is time to stop inaction, and brute bargaining, too, 


because both have failed.

It is time for a new start. 


We have recognized the futility of 


biracial meetings in the past few months and still do not regard them 
as a panacea. But it is time for those reasonable Atlantans on both 
sides of this conflict to look at the point to which the city now has 
sunk, and to turn it around while there is time. Let the white man 
leave blindness to the dynamiters, and let the Negro leave law- 


breaking to the lawless, and let reasonable men meet,

“from $13.2 to $18 billions’ to 
federal expenditures as con- 
trasted with the $490 millions 
proposed by him. (Houston, Tex., 
and Fresno, Calif., Nov. 3 and 4.) 

4. By Anderson: “It seems in- 
evitable that the wide-ranging 
‘Los Angeles) platform would add 
billions . . . to government spend- 
ing. . . . We would either have 
to raise taxes or increase the 
national debt by borrowing.” 
(Fort Worth, Tex., Oct. 17.) 

These Republican personages 
fully realize that large numbers 
of voters viewed all this as mere 
“campaign oratory’’ and would 
consider their judgment sustained 
by Dillon’s willingness to serve 
as Treasury secretary for a 
president of whose fiscal policies 
such grave predictions were 
made by the Republican leader- 
ship.

Nation Is Going To Need 
More and Better Doctors 


Need for many more doctors, nurses and other medical person- 
nel is recognized by the president’s commission on national goals. 
The commission’s report calls for increased private, state and federal 
support for training doctors to meet an “enormously increased” de- 


mand for medical care. The American Medical Association, 


just a few years ago was denying 
changed its tune. 


It is worried by the sharp drop 
in applications at medical schools, 
which means fewer bright and 
promising candidates from whom 
to choose. A campaign to attract 
more first-class applicants is be- 
ing initiated. 

To give any meaning to rapidly 
broadening health insurance cov- 
erage, government health pro- 
grams and the like, there must be 
enough well trained, dedicated 
doctors to provide the service. 
President-elect Kennedy is among 
those who have advocated vast 
expansion of medical education. 
One estimate is that medical 
school output will have to be ‘in- 
creased by 50 per cent by 1975. 


Qn the. other hand, Henry Ford 
II, who has devoted much time 
to medic al|-hospital care, sees 
such goals as extravagant and 
unnecessary.

From every indication, the na- 
tion is going to need a very con- 
siderably greater number of doc- 
tors, more capable and thorough- 
ly trained on the whole than we 
have today—more efficiently used, 
too—and a higher ratio of doctors 
ta population. Every sign points 
that way. And medical education 
will have to be expanded more 
rapidly than is in prospect now.

Red Manifesto 


Is No Guarantee 


WASHINGTON—The new Communist mani- 
festo, just signed and sealed in Moscow by the 
Communist parties from 81 countries at a con- 


ference which Premier Khrushchev recently pretended wasn’t taking 
place, is marked by all the customary vagaries of an American 
political platform. It promises something to ev erybody—preferably a 
revolution. It guarantees nothing to anybody. 


It does not commit Red China 
to practice peaceful co-existence. 
It does not prevent the Soviet 
Union, while talking peaceful co- 
existence, from _ using force 
“when necessary.”’ 

It is well phrased to serve its 
purpose — to whip up the cold 
war by every means the Com- 
munists can lay their hands on 
and everywhere there is a half 
a chance of succeeding. 

At no place, in spirit or in sub- 
stance, does it point a road to 
peace. It is a menacing challenge 
to every non-Communist nation. 
If we fail to recognize it as such, 
it is doubly menacing. 

The manifesto is a tactical So- 
viet victory over the dissident 
Chinese Communists. It was won 
not by Red China being persuaded 
to* love “‘peaceful co-existence,”’ 
but because it saw that only by 
accepting Moscow’s formula of 
words could it be sure of continu- 
ing to get what it now most needs, 
Soviet military, economic, and 
technical aid in large supply. 

But how valuable is this Com- 
munist manifesto to the Commu- 
nist cause? It seems to me it is 
valuable only if the free nations 
are fooled by it. « ‘ 

For example, Mr. Khrushchev 


‘ 


has won from his Chinese critics 
a grudging assent to have anoth- 
er go at the summit with the 
President of the United States, 
Premier Macmillan, and Gen. de 
Gaulle. But this document, this 
guide ta world-wide Communist 
action, is so filled with attacks 
on the United States, with threats 
against the free world, with 
promises to foment revolution 
and help overthrow independent 
states which don’t want commu- 
nism, that it creates an impos- 
sible environment for any pro- 
ductive summit meeting. 

Sen. Kennedy has said ex- 
plicitly that he will attend no un- 
prepared summit. He has defined 
preparation as not merely agree- 
ing upon an agenda but as suf- 
ficient preliminary agreement to 
assure that a summit ‘meeting 
will have a serious chance of 


- success. 


The new manifesto sounds a 
dozen warnings against it. 

The whole import of the man- 
ifesto shows that it is a new dec- 
laration of cold war on the free 
world and a directive to the 81 
Communist parties to conduct it 
with renewed fury.

Is at a Moment of Communion 


The mother of a friend died and the first word we got about it was that she 
had been in her yard directing and working alongside of her yardman when 
death came. As we talked about it there was a note almost congratulatory in 


our voices. In her yard, we said, working up to the last. It was the way she would have wanted to go. 
She was in her 80's and busy and competent until the very end. Who could have asked for any finer 
departure from a full and useful life? And yet even as we talked questions came from the young. 
My youngest who had sat in her kitchen last summer, eating homemade pound cake and admiring 
the way the western sun glinted on the sleek coat of a saddle horse in the pasture beyond the door- 
yard, wondered why grown folks could be so confident that one way to die was better than another. 


What difference does it make 
whether you are up and active 
or languishing in the bed? What 
about activity lessens the grief 
of parting and loss? 

I tried to tell her but it’s hard 
for a teen-ager to visualize help- 
lessness and utter dependence. 
‘It’s hard for the very young to 
know how much the old value 
being in possession and control 
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of their own lives. To scour a 
pot and hang it on a peg the way 
you always have done is a tri- 
umph for a woman who has 
reached the age when her chil- 
dren are determined to look aft- 
er her. To haul a bucket of sta- 
ble fertilizer into your yard and 
nourish flowers and shrubs is 
more than a gardener’s satis- 


faction. It is an act of faith — a 
tribute to renewal of life in gen- 
eral and next spring in particu- 
lar. 


After we talked about it I went 
out to sweep the walk and drive- 
way and try to excavate the 
winter grass in the back yard 
from the soggy brown inunda- 
tion of a tide of leaves from 
the sweet gum, the oak and the 
wild pecan trees. Leaves choked 
the borders and lay thick and 
heavy on the grass and I stirred 
them with a bamboo lawn rake 
without too much hope. They 
were heavy to rake and almost 
impossible to push toward the 
leaf mold pile in the back yard. 
It wouldn’t hurt, I decided, to 
burn a few and I started a 
small fire by the barbecue pit 
near the alley. 

The day was gray and the 
wind had teeth in it but as I 
raked I grew warm and had to 
pull off my sweater. The smoke 
curled up from my fire, gold 


. and gray and fragrant as all the 


fires of autumn. A _ neighbor 
came out on her back porch and 
we spoke of Christmas and the 
negligible chance that we'd 
ever be ready for it with yards 
tidy and windows washed and 
cooking and sewing done in time 
for the day. 


She went back in and I leaned 
over to pull a tangle of leaves 
from the rake — the dark brown 
dog track leaf of the oak, the 
tarnished gold star in the sweet 
gum, the bronze curl from the 
pecan tree. There were so many 
of them and at this season they 
are a bother. And yet they were 
crisp to the touch and they smell 
of the earth and as | squatted 
there cleaning my rake I 
knew what we had been say- 
ing was true. Our friend had 
been fortunate. She had left the 
earth at a moment of sweet and 
satisfying communion with it.

Parents should “‘tear the plastic 
bag, twist it together, tie it in 
knots and dispose of it in a place 
away from children,” Steed ad- 
vised.

A classic example of an endplay 
found in most textbooks came up 
at the recent Fall National Cham- 
pionships, and Oliver Adams of 
Los Angeles made use of it to win 
today’s five-diamond contract, 


When East raised West’s weak 
jump overall to three spades, Mr. 
Adams bid four hearts, as there 
would be more profit in a vulner- 
able game than in a two or three- 
trick set of the opponents. His de- 
cision was proved correct when 
North took him back to five dia- 
monds and the game was made. 


West opened the four of spades, 
and declarer trumped the second 
round of the suit and saw that his 
problem was to avoid the loss of 
two club tricks. The most likely 
club split was 3-2, and if either 
opponent held the doubleton king 
or queen, declarer could endplay 
him by drawing trumps, clearing 
hearts from the North-South hands 
and throwing the defender in with 
the second round of clubs, gaining 
a ruff in dummy and a club dis- 
card from the closed hand on the 
spade return. 


If West held the doubleton club 
honor, there was no escape for 
him, but if East held it and rea- 
lized what was happening to him 
he could stop the endplay by toss- 
ing his honor under the ace on 
the first queen-10. 


Mr. Adams therefore concealed 
his strategy by immediately lead- 
ing a low club to dummy’s ace 
and trick 3. He cleared the king- 
queen of hearts from the board, 
played the king-ace of diamonds to 
draw trumps, cashed the ace of 
hearts and ruffed his last heart in 
the North hand. Then he led a 
club, throwing West in with the 
king and leaving this situation:

Drug May Halt 
Fatal Effects of 
Diabetic Shock 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (UPI)—A 
new drug which may save lives of 
persons in diabetic shock was an- 
nounced Tuesday by Eli Lilly & 
Co., Indianapolis pharmaceutical 
firm. 

The ‘drug is called Glucagon 
and is administered by injection 
to diabetics in shock caused by 
low blood sugar. 


Glucagon also is useful in bring- 
ing patients out of a coma result- 
ing from insulin shock therapy, 
the company said. The drug is 
derived from hormones secreted 
by the pancreas.

Urges U.N. to Hold 


Vote on Self-Rule

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—The Soviet Union charged Tues- 
day that the United States is send- 
ing U2 spy planes over rebel-held 
areas of Algeria in order to help 
the French. 


Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Valerian A. Zorin made the 
charge in the U. N. General As- 
sembly’s Political Committee, 
where he threw Moscow’s unqual- 
ified support behind an Asian-Afri- 
can resolution calling for a U. N. 
referendum on self-determination 
in Algeria. 

PRESSURE MOUNTS 


The Soviet position was set forth 
as Secretary-General Dag Ham- 
marskjold came under mounting 
pressure from the 46-nation Asian- 
African group to speak out on the 
latest violence in France’s North 
African territory. 


The United States has not yet 
spoken in the committee debate. 
But the U.S. State department 
has officially deplored the latest 
outbreaks, calling them a setback 
to President Charles de Gaulle’s 
efforts to achieve a peaceful set- 
tlement in Algeria. 


Zorin told the committee that 
U. S. advisors and instructors 
from North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization bases in North Africa 
were actively taking part in help- 
ing the French bomb Algerian 
rebel troops.

Dear Dr. Molner: My daugh- 
ter, 6, has a birthmark between 
her eye and eyebrow. It is tan 
and has hair growing from it. 
She didn’t have this at birth 
but it appeared about four 
months later. Can this be re- 
moved, and if so, without scar- 
ring? Can electrolysis be used? 
—Mrs. C. P. 


Birthmark isn’t a very good 
term. Skin blemish is much bet- 
ter because few, if any, such 
blemishes have anything at all 
to do with the process of being 
born. Personally, I question 
whether there is any connection. 

What you describe sounds like 
a hairy mole. 


From the health standpoint, 
it is of little importance. Whether 
it was present, or was recogniz- 
able, at birth isn’t of any conse- 
quence, either. It may have been 
there when your daughter was 
born, but not yet have acquired 
either color or visible hair growth. 


Billions of such skin blemishes 
have existed and have never done 
the least harm. 


In this case, the basic question 
is whether the blemish is sub- 
stantially unsightly. With a girl, 
this is more important than with 
a boy, although, depending on the 
darkness of color, and the amount 
of hair, I dare say there are cases 
in which removal might be war- 
ranted for both.

and worry about blemishes no- 
body else even notices. 


If I were you, I'd have my 
regular physician take a look at 
this spot, as much for a disin- 
terested opinion: on whether it is 
unsightly, as for a medical aspect 
that may conceivably be involved. 


If, then, you find real reason 
for having the blemish removed, 
ask your doctor to refer you to 


someone of considerable skill in| 
surgeon |

or dermatologist who specializes 
in this sort of thing. 


The specialist will be best 
equipped to advise how 
move it and whether-in this par- 
ticular case electrolysis can be 


used. 


Is it harmful to drink coffee 
or tea? Would we truly be bet- 
ter off without them? — Mrs. 
E. K. 

In moderate amounts, they do 
no harm, and in my opinion they 
do some good. In excessive 
amounts, coffee and tea can be 
harmful by causing nervousness, 
fast heart beat, palpitation, and 
sometimes digestive upsets. Some 
people are more susceptible to 
these side-effects than others. The 
sensitive people are better off 
without them. For the rest of us, 
the mild pickup of a cup is use- 
ful and good. 


Please explain what a mon- 
goloid baby is and what causes 
the condition.—S. J. 


The mongoloid is one form of 
mentally retarded child, having 
as pbysical characteristics slop- 
ing eyes, snub nose, high cheek 
bones and others which give the 
condition its name. 

There are varying degrees of 
this. Some mongoloid children 
look almost normal unless you 
search for the signs. At the other 


extreme, some are hardly intel- 
ligible in their speech, and are 
clumsy and awkward all their 
lives. 

The reason mongoloids are 
born is not known. It may be a 
defect in the germ plasm or a 
glandular abnormality. It has 


been observed that mongoloids 
are somewhat more common 
among older rather than young 
parents, but young parents may 
have such a child too. Further- 
more, such a child can be born 
to parents who, either before or 
afterward, or both, may have per- 
fectly normal children. The cause 
simply is not known.

A. First, stitch on the stitch- 
ing line where opening is 
marked, squaring the stitching 
across the top. Slash between 
stitching to “% inch from top 
and clip diagonally into each 
corner. Pin outside of the un- 
derlap to the wrong side of 
back edge sleeve opening, keep- 
ing lower edges even. Stitch 
from clipped corner to bottom, 
making a % inch seam. Press 
seam toward underlap; press 
under % inch on other edge of 
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underlap and top-stitch over 


seam on the outside. Turn and 
press to outside the clipped top 
of sleeve opening and the end 
of the underlap. Baste. Pin 
outside of overlap to wrong side 
of front edge of opening, lower 
edges even. Stitch a ™% inch 
seam from clipped corner to 
bottom (fig. 1). Press seam 
toward overlap. Press under % 
inch on remaining long edge 
and on pointed top end of over- 
lap (fig. 2). Fold overlap to 
outside and pin over seam.

The child who is overweight 
has either been exceeding his 
calorie requirements, or has 
not been normally active. Stud- 
ies show that overweight chil- 
dren tend to be extraordinarily 
inactive. The sedentary child 
not only doesn’t need as many 
calories as ‘the active child, but 
fails to develop the muscula- 
ture necessary to normal growth 
and development. 


Instead of cutting food dras- 
tically, a better plan is to help 
the overweight youngster to be- 
come active. Whether it’s too 
much television, lack of near- 
by play areas, or no place to 
roller skate, ride a hike, or 
just hop, skip and jump, many 
children today are not anything 
like active enough. 


Until overweight youngsters 
Slim down, however, they will 
rebel against exercise. 


So, let’s get down to some 
ways the mothers of chubby 
children can cut calories. First 
off, see to it that less fattening 


food is served. Make the 
“creamed” dishes with skim 
milk. Serve smaller portions. 


Breakfast should be a_ good 
meal, but the bowl of cereal 
should be smaller and served 


with milk, never with half-and- 


half. 


Use thinly sliced bread. 
Never leave a jelly dish on the 


table. Give the chubby child a 


small baked potato, a small 
banana, a small apple. The

No child should be allowed to 
form the habit of overeating— 
it spells trouble ahead for the 
youngsters.

Even though there is currently some pessimism in the 
immediate business outlook, we expect a substantial acceleration 
of economic growth in the Southeast.”’ 


Fulton president Gordon Jones pointed out that ‘“‘many firms 
which formerly went to New York for large loan financing were 
now able to use our increased financial resources.” 


Trust Company presiderit George Craft commented that “it 
is necessary for a bank to increase its capital along with the 
growth of the area it serves,’ and expressed the feeling that we 
are achieving this goal.” 

Bank of Georgia president Joseph E. Birnie added that post- 
war capital growth has “enabled us to better serve the increased 


demands for both business and personal credit. All indications 
point to Atlanta’s continued growth for the future.”
